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Utopia Festival Will Screen 


Diverse Films, Oct 14 & 15 


Greenbelt’s Utopia Film Fes- 
tival 2017 is scheduled for the 
weekend of October 14 and 15 
at the Greenbelt Arts Center and 
Old Greenbelt Theatre, with an 
array of independent documen- 
taries, features, short films and 
animation from across the nation 
and around the world. 

“In this tense social and po- 
litical climate, when divisiveness 
is defiantly paraded above cama- 
raderie, I am proud that Utopia 
once again presents a slate of 
films united in their goals to 
entertain, enlighten and touch,” 
said Utopia Executive Director 
Chris Haley. The film festival, 
now in its 13th year, is a non- 
profit project of Greenbelt Access 
Television. 

For this year’s event, Utopia 
volunteers reviewed hundreds of 
entries and chose 40 of the best 
independent cinematic works that 
reflect the diversity of the human 
experience and emotion. Offer-

ings range from the light-hearted 
Filling In, about an unlikely can- 
didate for an unlikely job, to 
The Writer with No Hands, the 
disturbing true story of a van- 
ished screenwriter and the British 
filmmaker searching for answers 
to his disappearance. 

Other Utopia films focus on 


social change, the environment 
and World War II. 

An American House explores 
Annunciation House, which opens 
its doors to immigrants, refugees 
and others who have entered the 
U.S. illegally and helps prepare 
them for what they will confront 
beyond its doors. 

Left on Pearl documents the 
1971 feminist takeover and oc- 
cupation of a Harvard Univer- 
sity building. At the time, among 
other inequities, job ads were 
segregated by gender, women’s 
Shelters did not exist and mar- 
ried women could not open bank 
accounts without their husbands’ 
permission. The filmmaker is ex- 
pected for a Q & A session. 

Other Utopia films that ad- 
dress social change include Union 
Leader, about a young family 
man who confronts problems at 


the notoriously shoddy chemical

Important Changes Proposed 
To WMATA Bus Routes Here 


The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMATA) 
iS proposing several changes to 
Metrobus routes, including to 
the B30, G12 and G14 lines that 
service Greenbelt. WMATA’s pro- 
posal calls for two major changes 
to the G12 and G14 bus routes, 
which were discussed at the 
Greenbelt City Council meeting 
on September 11 with WMATA 
representative Albert Himes. 

Per the proposal, the timed 
transfers at Roosevelt Center 
would be eliminated. Untimed 
transfers would still be available. 
The changes would result in a 15 
to 30 minute wait at the Roos- 
evelt Center for transfer between 
the two routes. 

Additionally, arrival and de-

parture times between Greenbelt 
and New Carrollton Metro sta- 
tions would be staggered. The 
WMATA proposal states that 
spacing departure times evenly 
would increase frequency on 
stops along the routes from every 
30 and 60 minutes to every 15 
and 30 minutes. It would also 
improve service and reduce con- 
gestion at New Carrollton station, 
per the proposal. 

At the council meeting, May- 
or Emmett Jordan praised the 
shorter wait times, but opined 
that buses should continue stop- 
ping and waiting at the Roosevelt 
Center on the untimed transfers 
under the staggered system, even 
if for fewer minutes. 

The proposed change to B30, 
the Greenbelt-BWI Express Line, 
would add Arundel Mills Mall 
as a stop to the route. The new 
route would increase time be- 
tween buses from every 60 to 
every 70 minutes during weekday 
rush hours. 

WMATA’s proposal cites ex- 
pansion into new markets and 
increased ridership as a reason 
for the change. 

A second option for the B30 
route would be to add service 
along Baltimore Avenue (U.S. 
1) between Sunnyside Avenue in 
Beltsville and Fort Meade Road 
(MD 198) in addition to Arundel 
Mills Mall. This option would 
increase time between buses from 
every 60 to every 90 minutes 
during weekday rush hours. 

At the meeting, councilmem- 


bers expressed interest in adding 
Arundel Mills Mall to the route, 
but were more hesitant about the 
large increase in wait times that 
would result by adding U.S. 1 to 
the route. 

Jordan and Councilmember

Susan Stewart 


Susan was born in Washington, D.C. in 
1975 and raised in Maryland. Her parents 
met across the world from here during the 
Vietnam War. Her mother is from South 
Vietnam and her father is a veteran retired 
Sergeant First Class of the U.S. Army | 
from Talladega, Alabama. As a middle | 
child, she grew up in the Wheaton/Silver 
Spring area near Sligo Creek Park, where 
her parents still live. 

Susan graduated second in her class 
at Albert Einstein HS in Kensington. She 
holds a Bachelor of Music degree in violin 
performance with a minor in mathematics from James Madison Uni- 
versity and received a Master of Music degree in violin performance 
from the University of Notre Dame on full scholarship. In addition 
to performing, she taught many students, from ages 3 to 70. After 
moving to Ohio as her husband pursued his law degree, in 2006 the 
couple and their son moved to Greenbelt. 

As a stay-at-home mother, Susan worked as a community activ- 
ist, focusing on progressive and environmental issues. She attended 
leadership training and conferences, lobbied our county, state and 
U.S. Congress, and volunteered with many groups, including the 
Chesapeake Climate Action Network, the Maryland Sierra Club, 
Progressive Majority, Wellstone Action, Peace & Justice coalition, 
Powershift, Our Revolution and Progressive MD. Over the years, 
she contributed her time as a citizen activist on issues such as 
civil marriage, LGBT equality, ending poverty, preventing climate 
change, healthcare reform, advocating for peace, ending corruption 
and protecting the environment. 

Susan has served on the Executive Committee for the Prince

Judith F. “J” Davis 


Judith F. “J Davis is in her twelfth term 
on Council. Currently serving as Mayor Pro 
Tem, J formerly was Mayor for 16 years, 
Greenbelt’s longest continuously serving 
Mayor. Prior to her election to Council 
in 1993, she was appointed to the City’s 
Advisory Planning Board for ten years and 
was elected Chair by its members for four 
years. Davis represents Greenbelt on the 
Anacostia Trails Heritage Area Governing 
Board. Recently, J was appointed to the 
Central Maryland Transportation and Mobil- 
ity Commission. 

After moving to Greenbelt in 1975, J 
soon became active in local affairs. A Greenbriar condominium 
owner, she was elected to its Phase I Board of Directors for 14 
years. She was Carnival Chair for the Labor Day Festival Commit- 
tee for 18 years. In 1995, J was on the Project Design Committee 
for GIVES, the Greenbelt Intergenerational Volunteer Exchange 
Service, and became a charter member and officer. 

Davis has honed her leadership skills and expanded her expe- 
rience and effectiveness by serving tirelessly in many roles. As 
Mayor, J was the Council’s representative to the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Governments (COG) Board of Directors. In 
2005, she was elected Chair of the COG Board and, in 2010, was 
its corporate President. Davis is a member of COG’s Chesapeake 
Bay and Water Resources Policy Committee, which she has served 
on since its inception. Davis is a member of the Energy, Environ- 
ment, and Natural Resources Policy Committee for the National 
League of Cities, having first been appointed in 2005. Due to her 
focus on environmental issues, J has brought back innovative ideas 
and best practices to be incorporated by the City. To ensure that 
Greenbelt remains aware of what is going on in Annapolis, J has

Voter Registration for City 
Election Closes October 10

Have you been procrastinat- 
ing? It is too late to decide to 
run for city council. It’s too 
late to sign a candidate’s peti- 
tion. But there 1s still time to 
register to vote in the November 
7 Greenbelt election. If you 
haven’t done it, just do it! 

Being registered to vote in 
a Greenbelt election means be- 
ing age 18 or older by election 
day and being registered to vote 
in Prince George’s County at a 
residence address that lies within 
the boundaries of the City of 
Greenbelt. 

The deadline for registering or 
for correcting registration infor- 
mation for purposes of the city 
election is Tuesday, October 10. 
Forms and corrections must be 
received by the Prince George’s 
County Board of Elections in 
Largo by 4:30 p.m. Be aware 
that Monday, October 9 is a 
federal holiday. Post offices and 
county offices will be closed. 

Voters can check to see if 
their registration information is 
correct on the website of the 
State Board of Elections at elec- 
tions.state.md.us. From the 
home page, click on Voter Ser- 
vices under the heading Hot Top- 
ics. One’s personal information 
should be correct at this location, 
but the polling places identified

will not be correct for city elec- 
tions. The voting machines de- 
scribed on the state’s website are 
not used in city elections either. 

Anyone with a Maryland driv- 
er’s license or Maryland Motor 
Vehicle Administration (MVA) 
identification card can register to 
vote or make corrections to reg- 
istration information online at the 
State Board of Elections website. 

For those who prefer paper, 
forms can be printed from the 
state website and returned by 
postal mail. No computer? No 
problem. Residents can pick up 
forms at the Greenbelt library, 
from the city clerk’s office or 
from the county Board of Elec- 
tions. 

If time does not permit mail- 
ing forms in time to be received 
by the deadline, registration or 
changes may be accomplished 
in person at the county Board of 
Elections office at 1100 Mercan- 
tile Lane, Suite 115A, in Largo 
or at any full-service MVA office 
during regular hours. 

Questions about registration 
should be directed to the county 
Board of Elections office at 301- 
341-7300 or to the city clerk’s 
office at 301-474-8000. Ad- 
ditional information on the city 
election can be found on the city 
website at greenbeltmd.gov.

lian Okoth’s use of music to help 
thousands of Kenyan children 
orphaned by political violence. 
Several other Utopia films 
focus on WWII. Forgive Don’t 
Forget documents an American 
filmmaker’s journey to Japan to 
personally return a Japanese sol- 
dier’s sword confiscated during 
Japan’s 1945 surrender. Angels of 
the Sky features interviews with 
WWII pilots from the 8th Air 
Force who were shot down over 
German territory and captured as 
POWs. And another perspective 
on WWII is explored in An Un- 
deniable Voice, an interview by 
actress Sharon Stone with Sam 
Harris, believed to be one of the 
youngest Holocaust survivors.

WSSC Announces Change 
In Average Water Usage 


Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) quietly 
implemented a major change in 
their last quarterly bills. No, it 
is not a difference in the amount 
owed. That is up to the indi- 
vidual. Rather, it is a shift in how 
much is collectively used. 

WSSC consumers are, on av- 
erage, using less water than they 
used to. Starting with bills issued 
after July 1, 2017, the water 
company is reporting that each 
consumer uses an average of 55 
gallons a day, rather than the 70 
gallons that was on earlier bills. 

In short, conservation 1s work- 
ing. 

WSSC serves 432,720 residen- 
tial accounts in Prince George’s 
and Montgomery counties for 1.8 
million people. There are 25,706 
commercial and government ac- 
counts, but those don’t figure into 
this average. 

In the last several years, cus- 
tomers (and their builders) have 
installed low-flow toilets and 
water-saving showerheads. This 
is probably the reason for the 
15 gallon-per-day change, said 
WSSC spokesperson Lyn Riggins. 

“This was not something that 
changed overnight; however, we 
had to pick a time to change that 
information on the bill and that 
was July 1,” said Riggins. 

Water is amorphous. It flows. 
It splashes. It seeps away. With- 
out putting a pitcher below the 
faucet, it is difficult for many of 
us to understand how much we 
use. 

“Think about a gallon of 
milk,” suggested Riggins. “Then 
ask do I need to use 55 of these 
a day?” While many people don’t 
think about it, enough have so 
that the water consumption per 
person is down by 15 times 1.8 
million or 27 million gallons per 
day. 

Riggins said that WSSC is

Monday’s Lockdown at Local

A brief lockdown of all three 
Greenbelt West school campuses 
took place Monday, September 25 
in response to the reported sight- 
ing of a person with a gun. The 
situation was resolved quickly by 
police and school administrators.

The goal is 
to enhance organization and open 
up the channels of communica- 
tion, where everyone is valued 
and maximum benefit for all is 
achieved. She wants to ensure 
that OGT volunteers are a diverse 
group, a factor which they hope 
to increase by reaching out to lo- 
cal universities, places of worship 
and community organizations.

Rec. Department and Local 
Businesses Host Bike Rodeo

Children from across the area 
rolled into the Beltway Plaza 
parking lot on their bicycles on 
the morning of Saturday, Septem- 
ber 23, to take part in the Bike 
Rodeo hosted by the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department. The event 
was organized by Recreation 
Coordinator Alison Longworth 
in conjunction with several area 
businesses and the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department. 

“The Bike Rodeo is designed 
to help children who already 
know how to ride, bike safely in 
their neighborhoods,” Longworth 
said. 

Kids lined up to be fitted for 
free helmets donated by Parad- 
yme Management. If they brought 
their bikes, they could get them 
checked for free by Laurie 
Lemieux, the co-owner of Proteus 
Bicycles in College Park. 

Throughout the two-hour 
event, instructors helped chil- 
dren ages 5 to 12 to improve 
their riding skills, assisted by 
volunteers and experts from the 
Washington Area Bicyclist As- 
sociation (WABA). Riders were 
taught “stopping, starting, basic 
road rules and how to handle and 
avoid obstacles,” said Longworth. 

A course was set up with stop 
signs, turns and obstacles. The 
course helped provide a safe 
space for children to practice sce- 
narios they might encounter while 
riding in the area, said Recreation 
Supervisor Anne Oudamans. 

Jeff Wetzel, the youth and 
family education coordinator at 
WABA, coached kids on the 
course to stop every time they 
come to a stop sign and to look 
both ways. Wetzel said he hoped 
that events like the Bike Rodeo 
would spur more bicycle educa- 


tion in area schools. 

Bill Davis, a resident of 
Greenbelt, brought his grand- 
daughter to the event to help her 
improve her riding. Davis said he 
was glad the event was held at 
Beltway Plaza this year instead 
of at Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center. “This location is better. 
There’s more space. More people 
can attend,” Davis said. 

“Local businesses, police and 
the recreation department are 
working together to make it a lit- 
tle easier for kids to be comfort- 
able on their bike,” said Mayor 
Emmett Jordan. “Greenbelt was 
designed to be walkable and 
bikeable” and events like this 
“make sure kids stay safe,” Jor- 
dan said. 

A DJ played upbeat family- 
friendly music throughout the 
event. Songs like Happy by Phar- 
rell Williams added to the fun 
atmosphere. “We’re all about 
learning through play,” said Ou- 
damans. Free food, water and 
coffee were provided to attendees 
by the recreation department. 

“We’re really excited to be 
helping with this event. We feel 
like we are part of the fabric of 
the community,” Lemieux said. 
She stressed the importance of 
local businesses like Proteus par- 
ticipating in events like the Bike 
Rodeo. “If we can’t serve the 
community and get people to ride 
bikes and have fun on them, then 
we’re not fulfilling our mission 
to really make people happy on 
their bicycles.” 

Greenbelt Police officers 
helped residents register their 
bikes, which can be useful if a 
bike is stolen. “If you register 
your bike with the city or county, 
when a stolen bike is recovered

it 1s easier to be returned to its 
owner,” said Longworth. Many 
of the event volunteers were from 
the Greenbelt Police Explorer 
Program. 

Proteus Bicycles provided 
front and rear taillights and locks 
to give out to children in atten- 
dance. Nearly 100 helmets were 
contributed by Paradyme Man- 
agement as well as three bikes 
that were raffled off at the event. 
“This will be the first time [chil- 
dren] have been outfitted with 
what they need to bike safely,” 
Oudamans said. 

“We are excited to host this 
event. We hope to have more 
bike rodeos if people didn’t make 
it out to this one,” Longworth 
said.
